INTRODUCTORY 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  Sampson  County ,  Gentlemen: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  annual  financial  and  statistical 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1917. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  public  school  system  of 
the  county  has  through  slow  stages  of  development  reached  a 
degree  of  popular  recognition  which  places  it  where  it  justly 
belongs  as  a  great  vital  force  and  an  indispensable  factor  in 
the  life  of  the  county. 

Believing  that  it  is  one  of  .the  functions  of  the  system  to 
cooperate  with  every  available  means  for  the  common  uplift 
and  to  enlist  in  the  service  every  agency  we  have  secured  an 
expression  from  the  County  Health  Officer,  the  Home  Demon¬ 
stration  Agent,  the  Farm  Demonstration  Agent,  and  a  repre¬ 
sentative  school  committeeman  setting  forth  from  his  or  her 
point  of  view  the  relationship  of  their  respective  fields  of  labor 
to  the  public  schools.  Their  articles,  I  think,  constitute  valu¬ 
able  contributions  to  the  educational  thought  of  the  county 
at  this  time. 

I  hardly  need  to  mention  the  valued  cooperation  which  we 
have  received  from  all  the  allied  educational  forces  of  the 
county  during  the  year.  Our  esteemed  contemporaries,  the 
County  Commissioners,  very  courteously  approved  our  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  expenses  needed  to  run  the  schools  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  have  made  the  levy  accordingly. 

Township  and  district  committeemen  all  over  the  county 
have  exemplified  to  a  marked  degree  the  spirit  of  cooperation 
and  progress. 

You  will  note  from  my  statistical  report  that  the  number 
of  graduates  from  the  elementary  schools  is  unusually  large 
and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  grade  of  work  compares 
very  favorably  with  former  years.  One  innovation  which  re¬ 
sults  seem  to  justify  was  the  requirement  by  which  the  teach¬ 
ers  prepared  their  own  questions  for  the  promotion  of  their 
fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grade  pupils.  It  was  required,  how- 
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ever,  that  the  questions,  answers,  and  records  of  promotion  be 
sent  to  the  office  several  days  before  county  commencement. 
An  examination  of  all  these  examinations  and  promotions 
reveals,  in  the  main,  satisfactory  results. 

Within  the  past  two  years  special  elections  have  been  car¬ 
ried  in  three  districts,  viz. :  Weeks,  Hines  and  Parker. 

Under  the  last  biennial  state  appropriation  for  libraries  we 
added  thirteen  original  and  five  supplemental  libraries.  We 
now  have  seventy-six  original  and  twenty-six  supplemental 
libraries  in  the  county.  Only  eight  white  districts  are  with¬ 
out  libraries.  These  we  hope  to  supply  this  year. 

This  has  been  a  banner  year  for  building.  You  will  note 
that  the  value  of  the  school  property  during  the  past  year  has 
been  enhanced  about  $43,900.  This  increase  is  nearly  four 
times  the  total  value  of  the  school  property  of  the  county  in 
1905.  The  recent  structures  include  a  brick  building  at  Salem- 
burg  and  at  Roseboro,  also  a  commodious  frame  building  at 
Newton  Grove  and  Rosin  Hill.  In  each  of  these  buildings  a 
spacious  auditorium  is  provided. 

A  noteworthy  event  of  educational  importance  was  the 
Community  Service  School  at  Laurel  Hill,  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Community  Service  and  con¬ 
ducted  by  Mr.  W7.  C.  Crosby.  This  was  an  epochal  event  for 
the  county  and  promises  to  be  a  fixed  institution,  working  in 
coordination  with  the  community  organization. 

You  will  note  a  slight  decrease  in  the  average  attendance 
as  compared  with  the  statistical  report  last  year.  This  is 
referable  to  the  prevalence  of  measles  which  reached  every 
township  and  almost  every  school  in  the  county.  A  few  schools 
were  discontinued  because  of  the  epidemic. 

We  now  have  in  every  white  district  in  the  county  a  com¬ 
fortable  building  reasonably  well  equipped. 

The  great  need  now  is  the  colored  schools.  In  several  dis¬ 
tricts  the  buildings  are  very  poor  and  the  equipment  meagre. 
We  are  meeting  these  needs  as  fast  as  funds  will  permit.  I 
find  that  the  negroes  are  taking  more  and  more  interest  in 
their  schools  year  by  year  and  that  they  are  appreciative  of 
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the  help  given  them  by  the  county.  I  believe  that  the  hope 
of  the  negro  race,  as  of  any  other  race,  lies  in  an  efficient  sys¬ 
tem  of  training,  but  the  peculiar  need  of  the  negro  race  is  in¬ 
dustrial  training,  and  it  is  toward  this  goal  that  the  schools 
are  tending.  The  Industrial  Training  School  at  Clinton, 
financially  aided  by  the  Slater  and  Jeans  funds  has  made  a 
beginning.  A  new  industrial  building  has  recently  been  con¬ 
structed  and  through  an  appropriation  from  the  Slater  fund 
equipped.  This  promises  to  be  a  useful  institution  for  the 
negroes  in  the  county.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  an  instru¬ 
mentality  for  the  training  of  teachers  along  industrial  lines. 
John  I.  Kornegay,  the  colored  supervisor,  has,  I  think,  ren¬ 
dered  faithful  service.  1  find  that  he  is  a  useful  factor  in 
relating  the  colored  schools  to  the  county  system. 


SUGGESTIONS 


It  can  be  readilv  understood  by  a  little  reflection  that  the 
work  of  supervision  by  a  County  Superintendent,  having 
under  his  administration  eighty  schools,  must  of  necessity  be 
very  inadequate.  I  find  that  I  can  do  little  more  in  visita¬ 
tion  than  observe  the  plans  adopted  by  various  teachers  in 
establishing  a  relationship  between  their  work  and  the  out¬ 
line  course  of  study;  to  see  whether  or  not  the  teacher  is 
properly  dividing  her  attention  among  the  various  grades ;  to 
see  that  every  grade  is  pursuing  the  subjects  required  and 
properly  dividing  its  time ;  to  see  whether  or  not  the  teacher 
is  complying  with  the  law  relative  to  the  hours  to  be  taught; 
to  see  that  the  physical  conditions  in  the  school  room  comport 
as  nearly  as  possible  with  sanitary  requirements;  to  see  that 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  County  Board  of  Education 
relative  to  recesses  for  recreation,  etc.,  are  complied  with. 
More  than  this  during  a  short  visit  can  a  superintendent 
hardly  be  expected  to  do.  Under  existing  conditions  the  real 
basis  for  our  more  or  less  inadequate  supervision  is  laid  in 
our  township  meetings  in  which  provision  is  made  for  each 
teacher  to  express  himself  or  herself  fully  on  certain  funda¬ 
mental  principles  which  in  the  public  school  must  be  observed 
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in  order  that  certain  specific  plans  and  purposes  may  be  recog¬ 
nized  and  adopted  for  guidance. 

It  seems  to  me  that  for  adequate  supervision  the  county 
should  be  divided  into  at  least  six  districts  with  a  supervising 
teacher  for  each.  This  done  we  could  hope  more  or  less  satis¬ 
factorily  to  unify  the  system  in  the  county,  thus  insuring  the 
accomplishment  in  each  district  of  the  purpose  for  which  the 
public  school  was  instituted. 

Under  existing  financial  conditions  probably  it  would  not 
be  wise  to  undertake  to  supply  this  need  now.  The  first  step 
which  I  would  suggest  in  the  direction  of  making  the  office 
of  the  County  Superintendent  more  effective  would  be  the 
employment  of  a  competent  stenographer  and  bookkeeper  who 
could  master  the  details  of  the  administrative  side  of  the 
office.  This  would  untie  the  hands  of  the  superintendent  and 
enable  him  to  double  his  efficiency  in  the  field. 

I  wish  to  add  that  my  official  association  with  Mrs.  Lamb 
in  her  demonstration  work  through  the  schools  has  been  of 
much  benefit  to  the  cause  and  I  look  forward  with  interest  to 
a  plan  of  coordinating  as  far  as  possible  the  educational  side 
of  the  work  of  Mr.  Boyd,  the  County  Farm  Demonstrator, 
with  the  schools  of  the  county.

A  Survey  of  the  Work 

PRIZES  AWARDED  AT  COUNTY  COMMENCEMENT 

Prizes  were  awarded  as  follows :  The  school  graduating  the 
largest  number  of  pupils,  first  prize,  $4.00,  to  the  Garland 
School;  second  prize  of  $2.00  to  the  Union  Academy,  Mingo 
township. 

There  was  difficulty  in  determining  the  school  to  which  this 
prize  should  go  for  the  reason  that  a  number  of  schools  gradu¬ 
ated  one  hundred  per  cent  of  its  seventh  grade  pupils.  The 
factors  which  wTe  considered  in  determining  this  matter  are 
as  follows :  first,  the  average  grade  made  by  the  pupils  passed ; 
second,  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  school ;  and  third, 
the  character  of  the  questions  used  on  examination.  After 
carefully  considering  these  factors  the  decision  was  rendered 
as  above  stated. 

To  the  school  having  the  highest  and  largest  grade  of 
school  exhibits  of  school  industrial  work :  First  prize,  Keener ;

To  the  school  making  the  best  response  at  roll  call :  First 
prize,  Glencoe ;  second  prize,  Oakdale ;  and  third  prize,  Mints. 

To  the  school  having  the  best  betterment  work  for  the 
year:  First  prize,  Autryville;  second  prize,  Oakland. 

Medals  were  awarded  to  Miss  Elma  Parker,  Clinton  Schiil, 
for  excelling  in  the  High  School  recitation  contest,  and  to 
Miss  Bessie  Britt,  Keener  School,  in  the  grammar  grades. 
Medals  were  awarded  to  H.  Y.  Ptich,  who  excelled  in  the 
declamation  contest  in  the  High  School,  and  to  Clyde  Sim¬ 
mons  in  the  grammar  grades.  In  the  county  preliminary  the 
competitors  selected  were  Louise  McOullen  and  Fannie  Holmes 
Oates.  Fannie  Holmes  Oates,  in  view  of  Louise  McCullen’s 
illness,  at  first  declined  to  recite  and  graciously  offered  to  di¬ 
vide  the  prize,  which  was  two  dollars  4  he  prize  was  divided, 
a  dollar  going  to  each  of  the  competitors. 

In  the  essay  contest  the  following  prizes  were  offered :  by 
Mrs.  Barbrey  a  beautiful  vase,  by  Lee  &  Herring  a  bottle  of 
toilet  water,  by  the  Sampson  Hardware  Company  a  dollar 
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pocket  knife,  by  L.  Slossberg  a  shirt.  These  prizes  were 
awarded  to  the  following:  The  bottle  of  toilet  water  to  Miss 
Lncy  Owen,  the  vase  to  Miss  Rebecca  Hines,  the  knife  to  Percy 
Royal,  and  the  shirt  to  Vaden  Jackson. 

In  the  spelling  matches  William  Grady,  representing  Six 
Runs  School,  and  Jessie  Strickland,  representing  Spring 
Branch  School,  were  the  winners  in  the  grammar  grades. 
Gladys  Strickland,  representing  Spring  Branch,  and  Vaden 
Jackson,  representing  Salemburg,  were  the  winners  in  the 
high  school.  The  prizes  presented  in  this  contest  were  gold 
medals. 


REPORTS  FROM  ORGANIZED  COMMUNITIES 

The  following  districts  in  the  county  have  availed  them¬ 
selves  of  the  advantages  of  organized  effort  for  improvement : 
Salemburg,  Autryville,  Ingold,  Laurel  Hill,  Clement  and 
Beulah. 

The  following  statements  from  the  annual  reports  of  these 
districts  are  interesting,  showing  as  they  do  some  of  the  re¬ 
sults  of  cooperative  effort. 

Salemburg 

An  elegant  brick  structure  has  been  built.  State  High 
school  secured.  Fifteen  acres  of  land  purchased  to  add  to 
the  eight  acres  for  Farm  Life  Work;  bond  issue  passed  for 
school  building;  mothers  have  united  in  interesting  uninter¬ 
ested  children. 

More  cover  crops  than  ever  in  our  history ;  more  legumes ; 
more  improved  stock  and  poultry.  Something  like  100  per 
cent  increase  in  improved  stock. 

We  use  our  Farmers  Union  in  our  cooperative  marketing. 

Practically  all  have  been  vaccinated  against  small  pox 
and  fever;  sanitary  closets  have  been  installed  in  a  number 
of  our  homes ;  the  fight  against  the  fly  kept  up ;  no  contagious 
disease.  People  well  and  happy.

Sampson  County  Schools,  1917 
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Social  occasions  are  planned  for  young  and  old  people. 
Everybody  is  in  good  standing  who  does  right. 

The  older  onr  organization  grows  the  greater  it  becomes. 
It  is  truly  helping  the  country  folks. 

Autryville 

Built  new  house,  double  the  capacity  of  old  one ;  also  built 
new  church.  Bought  new  sewing  machine  and  introduced  sew¬ 
ing  into  the  domestic  science  department  of  school.  Organiz¬ 
ed  both  pig  and  corn  clubs. 

Using  diversification  of  crops  as  main  object  in  view ;  de¬ 
creased  acreage  of  cotton  and  increased  acreage  of  feed  and 
food  crops ;  planted  105  acres  in  soy  beans,  35  acres  in  velvet 
beans  and  approximately  1000  acres  in  field  peas  for  pasture; 
110  acres  of  winter  cover  crops  such  as  alfalfa,  vetch,  clover, 
rye,  wheat  and  oats.  Had  two  lectures  on  important  farm 
subjects.  One  illustrated  lecture  on  injecting  serum  for  pre¬ 
vention  of  hog  cholera,  and  one  demonstration  of  injecting 
this  serum. 

Had  five  clean-up  days  on  streets  and  around  homes  and 
school  houses;  collected  4695  old  tin  cans  and  bottles;  planted 
55  shade  trees  on  streets ;  bought  $55  worth  of  screen  wire  and 
screened  5  stores  and  14  dwellings.  'Vaccinated  45  against 
typhoid  fever,  built  18  sanitary  privies;  two  health  lectures 

and  medical  inspection  of  school. 

Organized  woman  s  club  of  15  members ;  three  traveling 
libraries  of  36  volumes ;  three  social  meetings  with  entertain¬ 
ments;  canned  800  tin  cans  of  vegetables  and  fruit  and  600 
glass  jars..  Had  two  spelling  matches,  two  ciphering  matches, 
one  play  and  box  social  and  community  fair. 

Sent  two  delegates  to  county  Community  League  ( conven¬ 
tion  at  Clinton,  12  representatives  to  Community  Service 
school  at  Laurel  Hill  this  year. 

Ingold 

We  have  increased  the  school  term  one  month;  bought  30 
cherry  top  malleable  steel  frame  desks  and  rebuilt  two  stove 

flues. 
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Increased  the  planting  of  legumes  and  small  grain,  pure 
bred  pigs,  cows  and  poultry  have  been  increased  200  per  cent ; 
improved  seed  are  being  planted ;  the  use  of  fertilizer  de¬ 
creased. 

Buying  fertilizer  together;  selling  cotton  seed  and  other 
farm  products  in  pools.  Egg  circle  has  been  established. 

No  contagious  disease  except  whooping  cough  ;  sanitary 
conditions  have  been  looked  after;  nearly  all  our  people  have 
been  vaccinated  against  typhoid  fever;  fly  fought  in  many 
ways ;  sold  red  cross  seals. 

Young  folks  literary  society  met  twice  a  month;  women's 
club  met  once  a  month;  young  peoples’  social  meetings  every 
night  during  the  holidays ;  tennis  and  basket  ball  organized. 
Attendance  of  Sunday  school  materially  increased. 

In  addition  to  these  meetings  the  officers  have  met  a  num¬ 
ber  of  times ;  we  have  planned  monthly  meetings  for  1917  be¬ 
ginning  with  January. 

Laurel  Hill 

Finished  school  house,  cleaned  up  grounds,  and  sowed  rye 
and  clover  for  pigs  which  we  aim  to  get  from  the  Progressive 
Farmer. 

Have  stressed  cover  crops,  legumes  and  rotation. 

Cooperative  purchase  of  $150  worth  of  grain  clover  seed, 
etc.,  for  sowing;  many  are  buying  machinery  cooperatively; 
cooperative  selling  of  eggs  by  some. 

Most  homes  in  the  neighborhood  have  been  screened ;  some 
sanitary  privies  built ;  less  preventable  diseases  among  us 
than  heretofore. 

Several  picnics,  gatherings,  boat-rides,  etc. ;  also  purchased 
volley  ball  and  net  for  community  use. 

Clement 

School  attendance  increased. 

Several  acres  sown  in  clover.  Most  all  have  some  grain 
sown  for  home  use ;  lots  are  sown  in  rye  as  cover  crops. 

We  have  improved  the  roads;  have  sold  cotton  seed  in  lots 
of  1000  bushels  at  $1.00  per  bushel. 
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Several  houses  screened  and  pit  privies  installed ;  every¬ 
body  has  been  vaccinated  against  small  pox  and  typhoid  fever. 

We  held  our  annual  township  fair  at  Welcome  school 
building  this  year.  Our  prize  list  amounted  to  $110  in  cash 
and  some  other  gifts. 

It  has  been  hard  to  get  our  people  interested ;  our  meetings 
have  not  been  regular,  but  fairly  well  attended. 

Beulah 

Increased  efficiency  and  attendance  of  community  school ; 
have  had  a  very  successful  moonlight  school. 

There  has  been  a  good  acreage  of  cover  crops  seeded  and 
much  interest  taken  in  soil  building;  also  much  interest  has 
been  aroused  along  the  lines  of  purchasing  pure  bred  stock, 
chickens,  etc. 

Have  studied  local  health  conditions  and  promoted  com¬ 
munity  and  home  sanitation;  ten  homes  screened;  fifteen  sani¬ 
tary  pump  wells ;  and  no  contagious  disease. 

Several  socials  have  been  held  and  are  using  school  grounds 
as  the  public  play  grounds.

The  Public  School  and  Its  Scope 

THE  RELATION  OF  THE  COUNTY  HEALTH  WORK 
TO  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

By  E.  T.  HOLLINGSWORTH,  Health  Officer 

We  believe  that  it  is  a  recognized  fact  by  the  organized 
health  forces  of  the  state,  that  in  the  establishment  of  an 
active  and  vital  relationship  between  the  county  health  or¬ 
ganization  and  the  school  organization  lies  the  best  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  the  best  service  that  can  be  rendered  the  county 
by  the  health  department.  Therefore  the  County  Health  offi¬ 
cer  proposes  to  spare  no  efforts  to  reach  every  school  and  if 
possible  every  child  in  Sampson  county  during  the  school 
term.  He  is  anxious  to  become  acquainted  with  every  teacher, 
for  through  an  acquaintance  with  the  teacher  an  easier  re¬ 
lationship  may  be  established  with  the  pupils.  We  hope 
through  this  relationship  thus  established  to  increase  the  aver¬ 
age  attendance  and  the  general  efficiency  of  the  schools  by 
warding  off  preventable  diseases. 


THE  RELATION  OF  THE  HOME  DEMONSTRATION 
AGENT  TO  THE  SCHOOLS  OF  THE  COUNTY 

By  MRS.  W.  B.  LAMB,  Demonstration  Agent 


Have  the  schools  of  the  past  taught  the  fundamental  things 
of  the  home  such  as  better  housekeeping,  better  balanced  meals 
prepared  from  a  scientific  economical  standpoint,  the  pro¬ 
ducing,  canning  and  marketing  of  more  fruits  and  vegetables, 
for  the  improvement  of  the  home,  the  efficiency  of  the  girls 
and  the  promotion  of  education?  Have  they  taught  the  im¬ 
portance  of  better  poultry,  better  pigs  and  calves  and  how 
to  handle  them  to  the  best  advantage  that  the  boys  and 
girls  might  become  better  business  men  and  women  ?  Of 
course  we  all  agree  that  the  answer  must  be  in  the  negative, 
as  the  teacher  cannot  teach  from  3  to  8  grades  and  all  the 
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other  important  tilings.  After  all  is  it  worth  while  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  relationship  between  the  school  and  the  things  which 
make  to  the  real  life  of  a  community  ?  The  question  has  been 
answered  in  the  affirmative  in  55  counties  in  North  Carolina 
by  the  appointemnt  of  Home  Demonstration  Agents,  whose 
work  it  is  to  link  the  simple  fundamental  things  of  the  home 
to  the  school,  making  practical  education,  based  on  exper¬ 
ience.  This  is  brought  about  by  correlating  the  work  of  the 
home  with  that  of  the  school,  the  result  of  which  dignifies  the 
work  of  the  home  in  the  mind  of  the  child,  therefore  we  find 
the  girls  more  interested  in  making  better  biscuit,  serving  bet¬ 
ter  meals,  better  housekeeping  which  means  the  building  up 
of  the  homes,  the  schools  and  the  communities  and  a  stronger 
manhood  and  womanhood. 


RELATION  OF  FARM  DEMONSTRATION  WORK 
TO  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

II.  L.  BOYD,  Farm  Demonstrator. 

The  purpose  of  Farm  Demonstration  Work  is  to  encourage 
cooperation  among  farmers  and  to  assist  them  in  their  many 
other  problems,  namely :  introduction  of  new  and  improved 
methods  that  have  been  tested  and  are  known  to  be  a  success, 
encourage  diversification  and  soil  improvement,  organization 
of  farmers  and  boys  into  groups  to  attain  greater  efficiency , 
combatting  insect  pests  and  diseases,  and  encourage  and  advo¬ 
cate  the  things  which  tend  to  upbuild  and  improve  the  gen¬ 
eral  condition  and  welfare  of  the  farmers  and  farm  life. 

With  the  above  purpose  in  view  I  can  conceive  of  no 
greater  factor  influencing  the  activities  of  the  Demonstra¬ 
tion  Agent  and  I  believe  no  other  avenue  offers  greater  op¬ 
portunity  for  his  influence  being  felt  than  t.hiougn  the  publn 

school. 

It  is  through  this  great  institution  that  we  are  enabled  to 
organize  boys  and  girls  into  clubs,  and  thereby  reach  their 
parents  and  organize  them  into  corn  clubs,  pig  clubs,  poultry 
clubs,  and  all  other  community  organizations.  This  institu- 
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tion  then  is  the  greatest  factor  influencing’  the  work  of  the 
Demonstration  Agent.  We  realize  the  many  disadvantages 
of  dealing  with  individuals  and  here  we  are  enabled  to  deal 
with  groups  and  thereby  reach  many  more  people  with  much 
better  success.  All  creeds  and  parties  can  meet  at  the  school 
house  and  discuss  their  many  problems  for  the  common  good 
and  welfare  of  the  community.  When  we  deal  with  indi¬ 
viduals  our  efforts  are  concentrated  too  much  and  being  a 
servant  of  the  people  and  not  a  few  persons  it  is  essential 
that  we  work  with  communities  as  a  unit  and  not  an  indi¬ 
vidual. 

The  boys  and  girls  are  to  guide  the  destiny  of  our  country 
in  the  near  future.  They  hold  the  power  of  live  or  perish  in 
their  hands,  and  hence  posterity  is  dependent  upon  them.  The 
life  of  any  country  depends  upon  the  development  of  the 
agricultural  resources.  Is  there  any  greater  work  to  be 
done  than  the  moulding  of  these  minds  to  conform  to  an  ideal 
which  means  so  much  to  us?  I  say  not.  They  have  open 
minds  ready  to  grasp  fundamentals  so  essential  to  develop¬ 
ment.  It  is  through  these  agencies  that  we  must  introduce 
these  better  methods. 

Successful  agricultural  development  means  that  the  farmer 
must  be  a  scientific  man  in  many  respects.  He  must  be  a 
success  in  many  avenues  of  thought,  namely :  Bacteriology, 
Botany,  Chemistry,  Plant  Pathology,  Entomology,  Banking, 
Business  of  all  kinds  and  Agronomy.  He  must  have  these 
sciences  so  instilled  in  his  nature  that  he  can  by  precision 
draw  definite,  intelligent,  and  practical  conclusions.  Then  is 
it  not  important  that  the  Demonstration  Work  be  coordinated 
with  public  schools?  We  shall  expect  the  cooperation  of  the 
teachers  in  attaining  the  greatest  results. 


THE  RELATION  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  THE  SCHOOL

The  school  committee  and  the  school  are  inseparable.  It  is 
time,  indeed,  that  live,  energetic  and  enthusiastic  teachers  are 
essential,  but  they  can  do  but  little  without  the  hearty  cooper- 
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ation  of  the  committee.  Tlieir  efforts  in  discipline  would  all 
be  in  vain  if  they  did  not  feel  and  know  that  the  committee 
approved  of  their  course,  neither  could  they  force  the  proper 
preparation  of  the  lessons  if  the  committee  did  not  see  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  preparing  them. 

The  committee  and  the  teachers  should  be  united  in  all 
their  efforts  for  the  general  uplift  and  advancement  of  the 
children. 

The  committee  should  strive  to  secure  the  best  and  most 
efficient  teachers  obtainable,  and  when  secured  they  should 
let  the  teachers  know  that  they  are  readiT  to  cooperate  with 
them  in  every  effort  to  make  the  school  a  success.  A  correct 
vision  of  the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow  should  be  in  the 
minds  of  both  teacher  and  committee  and  both  should  master 
their  best  efforts  and  unite  them  in  shaping  the  thoughts, 
directing  the  energy  and  habits  of  the  children,  for  they  will 
not  likely  be  more  than  we  have  striven  to  make  them.  The 
Farm  and  Home  Demonstrators  should  be  induced  to  visit 
the  school  at  intervals,  talk  to  the  children,  and  make  demon¬ 
strations,  this  will  interest  the  children  in  the  practical  things 
of  life  and  teach  them  much  that  will  be  exceedingly  valuable 
in  days  to  come.  The  committee  should  not  be  content  until 
the  entire  community  is  interested  in  the  school,  and  interested 
to  the  extent  that  the  children  feel  that  great  things  are  ex¬ 
pected  of  them.  Such  cooperation  cannot  help  but  produce 
men  and  women  of  true  worth.
